Almost e\er\ mother knows 
that her child's safety is at 
stake uhen he crosses a "busy 
thoroughfare or plays near the 
edge of the water.

likely to burn. \\ ool is a good 
example of such a fabric. In 
general, close fitting garments 
are less likely to catch fire than 
loose fitting ones. Particularly 
dangerous are flowing robes, 
flared skirts, blousv sleeves, 
and clothes with ruffles and 
frills or a napped, textured 
surface. 
It is the parents' responsibi- 
lity to prevent situations in 
\vhich a child's clothes could 
burn. Infants and toddlers must 
be protected from fire at all 
times, since they can't look out 
for themselves. Miss Miles ad- 
vises that older children be 
taught about the dangers of fire 
as soon as they are able to take 
direction. Thev shojuld learn to, 
be cautious when they are near 
common sources of fire such as 
space heaters, stoves, and bur- 
ning trash or leaves. 
Parents, and children too, 
should know what to do in case 
clothes ever catch on fire. The 
natural tendency is to panic and 
run. But Miss Miles points out 
that the safe thing to do is just 
the opposite of this. If fire 
strikes, throw the victim to the 
ground and slowly roll him ov- 
er and over. This stifles the 
flames and prevents them from 
sweeping up-v ard to the face. If 
a blanket or rug is handy, roll 
the victim in that to quench the 
flames more quickly.

Routine Maintenance 
Measures Needed 
On Gas Heaters 


If your home is one of toe more 
than thirty million that has a gas 
heating system, a minimum of 
routine maintenance measures 
will get it ready for toe com­ 
ing season. 
According to the American 
Gas Association, the following 
steps should be taken: 
If your home has forced warm 
air heating, toe filters should 
be changed at least twice dur­ 
ing toe heating season. 
The motor of your furnace fan 
or hot water circulating pump 
should be lubricated at least 
three times annually. 
Check your chimney. 
If it's 
blocked in any way, you won’t 
get proper venting. Ho Id a hand 
m irror inside the chimney at 
the clean-out opening or at the 
lowest vent pipe connection. 
You should get reflected light. 
Check chimney connections. 
Check your thermostat. Turn 
it up and wait until warm air 
begins to flow. 
Then tern it 
down and listen for toe blower 
to shut itself off. 
If you encounter a condition 
that\ seems to be abnormal, 
call in a qualified contractor or 
your gas company service de­ 
partment.

for her children? Miss Miles 
says that closely woven fabrics, 
of 
a heavy 
weight 
and with 
a smooth surface, are least 
likely to burn. Wool is a good 
example of such a fabric. In 
general, close fitting garments 
are less likely to catch fire than 
loose fitting ones. Particularly 
dangerous are flowing robes, 
flared skirts, blousy sleeves, 
and clothes with ruffles and 
frills or a napped, textured 
surface. 
It is the parents’ responsibi­ 
lity to prevent situations in 
which a child’s clothes could 
burn. Infants and toddlers must 
be protected from fire at all 
times, since they can’t look out 
for themselves. Miss Miles ad­ 
vises that older children be 
taught about the dangers of fire 
as soon as they are able to take 
direction. They should tearntct 
be cautious when they are near 
common sources of fire such as 
space heaters, Stoves, and bur­ 
ning trash or leaves. 
Parents, 
and 
children too, 
should know what to do in case 
clothes ever catch on fire. The 
natural tendency is to panic and 
run. But Miss Miles points out 
that the safe thing to do is just 
the opposite of this. If fire 
strikes, throw the victim to the 
ground and slowly roll him ov­ 
er and over. This stifles the 
flames and prevents them from 
sweeping upward to the face. If 
a blanket or rug is handy, roll 
the victim in that to quench the 
flames more quickly.

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Drunk Drivers Are Nof Funny 


Recent publicity about drugs, cigarets and guns as menaces 


to health and welfare has tended to steal the spotlight from the 
lethal combination of alcohol and driving. The spotlight is swung 
back by a Department of Transportation survey which points out 
that the drunk driver has killed more Americans in a year than the 
war in Vietnam has killed In four years. 


The survey concludes that some 800,000 auto crashes and 


half of the auto deaths were the result of consumption of liquor 
b\ the drivers. Moreover, it says that alcoholics and problem 
drinkers who make up only four per cent of the nation's drivers 
bear a primary share of the blame for highway deaths. 


Perhaps some of the blame, too, rests on the attitudes of 


business and entertainment toward the drinking problem. Often 
the man in his cups, instead of being regarded as an object of 
serious concern, conies off as humorous . . "one of the boys," 
or "a jolly good fellow." But when the jolly good fellow gets be- 
hind the wheel of his car he becomes a sort of time bomb likely 
to blast someone else to Kingdom Come. It's time to change the 
funny image of the drinking driver — time, as the young so often 
say, to "tell it like it is."

Adam Clayton Powell may be sent back to Congress again. 


Since this would place him once more in the limelight as one of 
the very few Negro members, his stance as a Negro leader is of 
some national interest. 


His views appear, on the face ot it, to be moderating some- 


what. Having once dismayed supporters of racial equality by ap- 
parently embracing the doctrines of the black extremists, he is 
now disavowing extremism.

weeds, plants, and flowers. 


There does not always seem

"The survival of our society 


as a free, open, democratic 
community will be determined 
not so much by the specific 
points achieved by the Negroes 
and the youth-generation (in 
their confrontations with au- 
thority) as by the procedures— 
the rules of conduct, the meth- 
ods, the practices —which sur- 
vive the confrontations.'' 
The words come from a re- 
markable essay by the man 
designated for the post of Chief 
Justice of the U. S. Supreme 
Court, Abe Fortas. Published 
recently in pamphlet form, the 
essay is condensed as the lead 
article in the September Read- 
er's Digest. 
In breaking the traditional si- 
lence of the Court to speak out 
on the most crucial issues of our 
time, Justice Fortas notes that 
the p h r a s e , "civil disobed- 
ience" has been "grossly mis- 
applied in recent years." 
"In my judgment," he says, 
"civil disobedience — the deli- 
berate violation of law — is 
never justified in our nation 
where the law being violated is 
not itself the specific focus or 
target of the protest. The vio- 
lation of law merely as a tech- 
nique of demonstration consti- 
tutes an act of rebellion, not 
merely of dissent." 
"Civil disobedience, even in 
its broadest sense, does not 
apply to efforts to overthrow 
the government or to seize con- 
trol of parts of it by force, or 
by the use of violence to com- 
pel the government to grant a 
measure of autonomy to part 
of its population," he writes. 
"These 
are 
programs of 


revolution. They are not in the 
same category as the program 
Of reformers who seek chang- 
es within the established or- 
der." 
It is "nonsense," he asserts, 
to claim First Amendment (free 
speech) sanctuary for "physical 
attacks upon police; assaults 
upon recruiters for munitions 


firms and for the armed ser- 
vices; breaking windows in the 
Pentagon and in private homes; 
occupying 
academic 
offices, 


and even looting, burning and 
promiscuous violence." 


"The use of violence in the 
course of social protest is a far 
cry from civil disobedience as 
practiced by Mahatma Gand- 
hi," 
says 
Justice Fortas. 


Gandhi's concept, adopted by 
the Rev. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., 
"assumes that the pro- 


tester will be punished, and it 
requires peaceful submission to 
punishment," the Justice de- 
clares. 


He notes that when Dr. King 


was sentenced to five days in 
jail in connection with a mass 
demonstration in Birmingham, 
"he accepted the penalty with- 
out complaint or histrionics." 
"This, I submit, is in the great 


tradition of social protest in a 
democratic society," Justice 
Fortas writes. 
The same considerations ap- 
ply "to the white collegian," 
he says. 


"It is difficult for the young 


people who are moved to pas- 
sionate action to resign them- 
selves to the idea that they may 
be punished if their actions vio- 
late the law," he says. "But the 
rules apply to them as well. The 
college youth who is protesting 
against the college administra- 
tion or the war in Vietnam has, 
of course, the full scope of First 
Amendment rights. But he is not 
entitled 
to 
immunity if he 


di' ectly and willfully incites 
violence or insists upon deli- 
berately disrupting the work of 
movement of others." 
"Violence is never defensible 


— and it has never succeeded 
in securing massive reform in 
an open society," Justice For- 
tas asserts. "The alternatives 
to violence, used forcefully but 
prudently, guarantee our con- 
tinuance as a vital, free socie- 
ty." 


The bill would permit trailer 
trucks' weight to increase from 
73,280 pounds to about 138,000 
pounds; would permit almost 
unlimited length, increase width 
from 8 to 8-1/2 feet.

Lobbying Push No. 3 secured 
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passage of the federal highway 
bill which has some important 
new features such as relocation 
help for people displaced by 
thruways 
and 
provision for 


fringe parking on the edge of big 
cities. But it also undercuts che 
beautification program, weak- 
ens the limitation on billboards, 
fails to protect parks and his- 
toric sites, etc., and forces 
some local 
communities to 


build thruways and bridges they 
do not want.

A few weeks ago a book 


appeared by Roy Cohn on Sen- 
ator Joe McCarthy in which the 
author contributed his own re- 
collection of what had gone on 
during the Army 
McCarthy 


hearings and the period im- 
mediately before when Cohn 
served as Chief Counsel for 
McCarthy's investigating com. 
mittee. 
The book is by all 


accounts a fascinating docu» 
ment. 
Indeed the editors of 


Esquire, who are not to be 
confused withMcCarthyites, ex- 
cerpted a large hunk of it and 
ran a picture of Mr. Cohn on 
the cover, with a halo 'round 
his head, to make it absolute- 
ly clear that they considered 
the whole thing something of 
a joke. 
Still, it was an in- 


teresting editorial decision. It 
said at least this, that there is 
a considerable appetite, even 
now so many years after Sen- 
ator McCarthy's death, for what 
the whole business is all about; 
and that Roy Cohn's book is 
highly revealing for anyonewho 
has such an appetite. 


As indeed it is. 
This has 


nothing at all to do with the 
Indisputable 
fact 
that Mr. 


Cohn's book is self-serving. On 
the other hand, Roy Cohn didn't 
write the kind of book the critics 
could most easily have dealt 
with, 
namely one which un» 


critically supported everything 
McCarthy did or said during 
the period of their association. 
Rather, Cohn's book says, in 
effect, this; 


1) McCarthy was a complex 


man whose movements were 
frequently disorganized; 


2) he was nevertheless up to 


something, something of con- 
siderable national significance 
and 


3) 
in any case, the con- 


tumely to which he was sub. 
jected was out of proportion to 
his offenses. Fair enough, one 
would think. 


But oh, how the guardians of 


the demonology have reactedl 
One reviewer recalls how Me. 
Carthyism hit him in his par- 
ticular circumstances, causing 
one "matron" to report him to 
the FBI as a "security risk" 
"after I had publicly confessed 
admiration for Adlai Steven, 
son"—which may be an argu. 
ment against silly matrons, but 
is hardly one against Senator 
McCarthy or Roy Cohn. 


It is, needless to say, unlikely 


that Mr. Cohn's book will cause 
what is so longoverdue, namely 
a thoughtful reexamination of 
the great McCarthy controver. 
sy. 
The result of that, when it 


comes—and it will, one of these 
days—will surely establish that 
the Senator caused morepoeple 
to make asses of themselves 
than anybody in the history of 
the world. People like Robert 
Hutchins, I mean: who, during 
the heyday of McCarthyism, 
gravely reported that such was 
the reign of terror that it re- 
quired an act of physical cour- 
age to contribute money to Har- 
vard University.

Carthy said some foolish things. 
But none so foolish as those of 
his principal detractors. 


What makes Roy Cohn's so 


very interestingls its confirma- 
tion of a basic datum of con. 
temporary America. It is that 
certain points of view are not 
publicly tolerated—for fear of 
ending, as McCarthy did, drunk, 
invalided, 
discredited.

Carthy produced, in the opinion 
of the reviewer for the New 
York Times, "a healthy re- 
vulsion against the reckless 
kind of super-Americanism he 
represented. He may, Indeed, 
have run the demagogue busi- 
ness Into the ground for the 


we have had only a few card- 
board imitations of the breed 
since he passed this way." 


I read the situation different- 


ly.

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Drunk Drivers Are Not Funny 
Recent publicity about drugs, clgarets and guns as menaces 
to health and welfare has tended to steal the spotlight from the 
lethal combination of alcohol and driving. The spotlight is swung 
back by a Department of Transportation survey which points out 
that the drunk driver has killed more Americans in a year than the 
war in Vietnam has killed in four years.

Most people who are highly 
sensitive to golden rod and 
ragweed can almost set their 
calendar time clocks by their 
previous experiences with the 
onset of running nose, itching 
eyes, sneezing, and general 
enervation. 
I believe that the real value 
of a pollen count is to those 
people with some form of hay 
fever who are planning to 
travel into an area that is 
unfamiliar to them, unfamil­ 
iar from the point of view of 
the g r o w t h of offending 
weeds, plants, and flowers. 
There does not always seem 
to be a definite relationship 
between the hay fever miseries 
and the magnitude of the pol­ 
len count. To those who are 
not hay fever victims, the pol­ 
len count is aa important as 
listening to the late weather 
reports which teli us the 
strength of the tides in Ta­ 
hiti.

always have a field day during 
the closing, hectic days of Con­ 
gress. 
They know that when 
Congressmen are in a rush to 
adjourn, they have a better 
chance of sneaking special-pri­ 
vilege bills past an unsuspect­ 
ing public. 
Seldom 
have the lobbyists 
been so blatant and successful 
as during the last weeks of July 
as Congress was about to re­ 
cess. 
Fortunately, however, 
Congress adjourned for the con­ 
ventions, 
thereby 
giving a 
breathing space for the public 
and the President to catch up. 
That’s why LBJ has been giving 
serious consideration to a veto 
for the highway bill. 
Three significant bills were 
the objective of the truckers’ 
lobby, with assists from the 
American Roadbuilders 
As­ 
sociation, the tire, oil, gas, 
and concrete lobby. 
Lobbying Push No. 1 was to 
limit farm co-op trucks from 
carrying commercial products 
on their round trips after de­ 
livering farm 
products to 
market. This bill was rushed 
through the House of Represen­ 
tatives after 7 out of 9 members 
on the House subcommittee 
received campaign contribu­ 
tions from the American Truck­ 
ing Association, including Sam 
Friedel, D-Md., $2,000; John 
Dingell, D-Mich., $1,500; Sam­ 
uel Devine, R-Ohio, $1,000; Al­ 
bert Watson, R-S.C., $1,500; 
Brock Adams, D-Wash., $1,000; 


Daniel Ron an, D-tll., $500; and 
Glenn Cunningham, R-Neb., 
$500. 
SENATE CONTRIBUTIONS 
All are members of the sub­ 
committee of the House Inter­ 
state Commerce Committee 
which considered the trucking 
bill against farm co-ops. The 
bill was opposed by the De­ 
fense Department, the Budget 
Bureau, the Agriculture De­ 
partment and .he Department of 
Transportation. 
Nevertheless, it was passed 
after only one day of committee 
hearings, brought to the House 
floor before the hearings were 
printed and passed under a sus­ 
pension of the rules which per­ 
mitted no amendments. It also 
slipped through the Senate in 
record 
form, where liberal 
campaign contributions were 
given to Sen. Everett Dirksen, 
R-Ill., $2,000, and Sen. Mike 
Monroney, D-Okla., $2,375. 
Finally it slipped through the 
White House and was signed in­ 
to law by the President. 
Lobbying Push No. 2was stag­ 
ed by the truckers to double the 
size of triple-trailer trucks on 
the federal thruways, which 
Fred Schwengel, R-Iowa, warn­ 
ed would legalize small “freight 
trains” and Richard McLaugh­ 
lin, Massachusetts registrar 
or motor vehicles, said would 
make it impossible for motor­ 
ists to pass safely without at 
least half a mile of clear- 
sight distance.

O f Rebellion, Not Merely Dissent 


early can we find out?

Dear Mr. and Mrs. I.: This 
is always an anxiety produc­ 
ing situation, especially when 
there is some deafness in the 
past history of the family. 
Children with normal hear­ 
ing begin to recognize the di­ 
rection of sounds and respond 
to noises as early as three or 
four months. Some time be­ 
tween twelve and f i f t e e n 
months, the child begins to 
speak simple words. Since all 
speech is mimetic or learned 
by repeating what he hears, 
this is a good index of normal 
hearing. 
Using haphazard noise-mak­ 
ing tests at home and watch­ 
ing for blinking of the eyes 
and fear reactions are impor­ 
tant but really can be mis­ 
leading and confusing to par­ 
ents.Early consultation with an 
ear specialist or otologist may 
be important even at this 
early age. The use of tuning 
forks while the doctor watches 
eye movements is but one of 
the many ingenious methods 
used to gain information about 
a child’s hearing capacity. 
Later, a special test called the 
Galvanic Skin R e s p o n s e 
(GSR) may reveal the nature 
of the hearing impairment 
and the extent if it is present. 
The most important way to 
handle this problem, if it does 
exist, is to learn early rather 
than late. One cannot play 
ostrich in such a situation. 
Consultation with a doctor 
may relieve you of many 
months of unnecessary anx­ 
iety.

“The survival of our society 
as a free, open, democratic 
community will be determined 
not so much by the specific 
points achieved by the Negroes 
and the youth-generation (in 
their confrontations with au­ 
thority) as by the procedures— 
the rules of conduct, the meth­ 
ods, the practices —which sur­ 
vive the confrontations.” 
The words come from a re­ 
markable essay by the man 
designated for the post of Chief 
Justice of the U. S. Supreme 
Court, Abe Fortas. Published 
recently in pamphlet form, the 
essay is condensed as the lead 
article in the September Read­ 
er’s Digest. 
In breaking the traditional si­ 
lence of the Court to speak out 
on the most crucial issues of our 
time, Justice Fortas notes that 
the p h r a s e , “civil disobed­ 
ience” has been “grossly mis­ 
applied in recent years.” 
“In my judgment,” he says, 
“ civil disobedience — the deli­ 
berate violation of law — is 
never Justified in our nation 
where the law being violated is 
not itself the specific focus or 
target of the protest. The vio­ 
lation of law merely as a tech­ 
nique of demonstration consti­ 
tutes an act of rebellion, not 
merely of dissent.” 
“Civil disobedience, even in 
its broadest sense, does not 
apply to efforts to overthrow 
the government or to seize con­ 
trol of parts of it by force, or 
by the use of violence to com - 
pel the government to grant a 
measure of autonomy to part 
of its population,” he writes. 
“These 
are 
programs of 
revolution. They are not in the 
same category as the program 
of reformers who seek chang­ 
es within the established or­ 
der.” 
It is “nonsense,” he asserts, 
to claim First Amendment (free 
speech) sanctuary for “physical 
attacks upon police; assaults 
upon recruiters for munitions

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The bill would permit trailer 
trucks’ weight to Increase from 
73,280 pounds to about 138,000 
pounds; would permit almost 
unlimited length, increase width 
from 8 to 8-1/2 feet. 
Nick Kotz of the Des Moines 
Register and William Steif of 
the Scripps-Howard Newspa­ 
pers deserve credit for reveal­ 
ing the original truckers’ lobby 
contributions to key Congress­ 
men. Their revelations were not 
quick enough to head off the 
farm co-op bill, but did side­ 
track the truck trailer Increase 
bill. 
It passed the Senate with 
almost no objection at all, per­ 
haps because the truckers’ con­ 
tributions had been discreetly 
placed in the campaign kitties of 
key Senators. But disclosure 
that a total of around $75,000 
had been contributed for the 
truckers’ lobby has made some 
Congressmen run for cover, and 
the second trucking bill lias been 
stopped. 
Lobbying Push No. 3 secured 


passage of the federal highway 
bill which has some important 
new features such as relocation 
help for people displaced by 
thruways 
and provision for 
fringe parking on the edge of big 
cities. But it also undercuts the 
beautification program, weak­ 
ens the limitation on billboards, 
fails to protect parks and his­ 
toric sites, etc., and forces 
sorn* local 
communities to 
build thruways and bridges they 
do not want. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto of San 
Francisco battled against the 
highway lobby to prevent it from 
building a freeway through the 
Crystal Springs area, 23,000 
acres of parkland near San 
Francisco. 
Mayor Alioto was vigorous in 
lecturing the highway lobbyists. 
“ You have overreached your­ 
selves. You are worse than the 
Southern Pacific in its heyday 
when Hiram Johnson broke it up. 
“I have never seen such an 
arrogant array of power,” said 
the mayor of San Francisco.

firms and for the armed ser­ 
vices; breaking windows in the 
Pentagon and in private homes; 
occupying academic offices, 
and even looting, burning and 
promiscuous violence.” 
“The use of violence in the 
course of social protest is a far 
cry from civil disobedience as 
practiced by Mahatma Gand­ 
hi,” 
says 
Justice Fortas. 
Gandhi’s concept, adopted by 
the Rev. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., “assumes that the pro­ 
tester will be punished, and it 
requires peaceful submission to 
punishment,” the Justice de­ 
clares. 
He notes that when Dr. King 
was sentenced to five days in 
jail in connection with a mass 
demonstration in Birmingham, 
“he accepted the penalty with­ 
out complaint or histrionics.” 
“This, I submit, is in the great 
tradition of social protest in a 
democratic society,” Justice 
Fortas writes. 
The same considerations ap­ 
ply “to the white collegian,” 
he says. 
“It is difficult for the young 
people who are moved to pas­ 
sionate action to resign them­ 
selves to the idea that they may 
be punished if their actions vio­ 
late the law,” he says. “ But the 
rules apply to them as well. The 
college youth who is protesting 
against the college administra­ 
tion or the war in Vietnam has, 
of course, the full scope of First 
Amendment rights. But he is not 
entitled 
to 
immunity if he 
directly and willfully incites 
violence or insists upon deli­ 
berately disrupting the work of 
movement of others.” 
“Violence is never defensible 
— and it has never succeeded 
in securing massive reform in 
an open society,” Justice For­ 
tas asserts. “The alternatives 
to violence, used forcefully but 
prudently, guarantee our con­ 
tinuance as a vital, free socie­ 
ty.” 


A few weeks ago a book 
appeared by Roy Cohn on Sen­ 
ator Joe McCarthy in which the 
author contributed his own re­ 
collection of what had gone on 
during the Army 
McCarthy 
hearings and the period im­ 
mediately before when Cohn 
served as Chief Counsel for 
McCarthy's investigating com­ 
mittee. 
The book is by all 
accounts a fascinating doci* 
ment. 
Indeed the editors of 
Esquire, who are not to be 
confused with McCarthyites, ex­ 
cerpted a large hunk of it and 
ran a picture of Mr. Cohn on 
the cover, with a halo 'round 
his head, to make it absolute­ 
ly clear that they considered 
the whole thing something of 
a joke. 
Still, it was an in­ 
teresting editorial decision. It 
said at least this, that there is 
a considerable appetite, even 
now so many years after Sen­ 
ator McCarthy's death, for what 
the whole business Is all about; 
and that Roy Cohn's book is 
highly revealing for anyone who 
has such an appetite. 
As indeed it is. This has 
nothing at all to do with the 
indisputable 
fact that Mr. 
Cohn's book is self-serving. On 
the other hand, Roy Cohn didn't 
write the kind of book the critics 
could most easily have dealt 
with, 
namely one wMch un­ 
critically supported ev* rything 
McCarthy did or said during 
the period of their association. 
Rather, Cohn's book says, in 
effect, this; 
1) McCarthy was a complex 
man whose movements were 
frequently disorganized; 
2) he was nevertheless up to 
something, something of con­ 
siderable national significance 
and 
3) 
in any case, the coi* 
tumely to which he was sub­ 
jected was out of proportion to 
his offenses. Fair enough, one 
would think. 
But oh, how the guardians of 
the de mono logy have reacted! 
One reviewer recalls how Me- 
Carthytsm hit him in his par­ 
ticular circumstances, causing 
one “ matron'* to report him to 
the FBI as a “ security risk” 
“ after I had publicly confessed 
admiration for Adlai Steven­ 
son” —which may be an argu­ 
ment against silly matrons, but 
is hardly one against Senator 
McCarthy or Roy Cohn. 
It Is, needless to say, unlikely 
that Mr. Cohn’s book will cause 
what is so longoverdue, namely 
a thoughtful reexamination of 
the great McCarthy controver­ 
sy. The result of that, when it 
comes—and it will, one of these 
days—will surely establish that 
the Senator caused morepoeple 
to make asses of themselves 
than anybody in the history of 
the world. People like Robert 
Hutchins, I mean: who, during 
the heyday of McCarthyism, 
gravely reported that such was 
the reign of terror that it re­ 
quired an act of physical cour­ 
age to contribute money to Har­ 
vard University. Senator Mc­ 
Carthy said some foolish things. 
But none so foolish as those of 
his principal detractors. 
What makes Roy Cohn's so 
very interesting is its confirma­ 
tion of a basic datum of coife 
temporary America. It is that 
certain points of view 
not 
publicly tolerated—tor fear of 
ending, as McCarthy did, drunk, 
invalided, 
discredited. 
Mc­ 
Carthy produced, in the opinion 
of the reviewer for the New 
York Times, “ a healthy re­ 
vulsion against the reckless 
kind of super-Americanism he 
represented. He may, indeed, 
have run the demagogue busi­ 
ness into the ground for the 


we have had only a few card­ 
board imitations of the breed 
since he passed this way.” 
I read the situation different­ 
ly. What has happened, most 
anxiously in the last two or 
three years, is a banquet of 
wanton anti - Americanism— 
which has come about in part 
as a result of an over-reaction 
to McCarthyism. And to this, 
a reaction in turn is brewing. 
The indiluted anti-Americanism 
of such folk heroes as Ben­ 
jamin Spock and the pot-set 
intellectuals is creating a res­ 
olute though unverbalized op­ 
position. It is at the moment 
weak, and I wish that, under 
its current leadership—it is 
tightly wound into the George 
Wallace movement — it would 
stay weak. 
But the impulses to opposition 
are there, and they are nurter- 
ed by those Americans who be­ 
lieve that what McCarthy was all 
about was the effort to affirm 
an American consensus which 
excluded certain things. Cer. 
tain things as, yes, un-Ameri­ 
can. 
The repression of Mc­ 
Carthyism, so brutal, so total, 
drove these sentiments under­ 
ground. 
There they gather, 
and may well do much more 
damage than the matron who 
bullied the poor defenseless 
writer who confessed an admir­ 
ation for Adlai Stevenson.

The spotlight is swung 
back by a Department of Transportation survey which points out 
that the drunk driver has killed more Americans in a year than the 
war in Vietnam has killed in four years. 


The survey concludes that some 800,000 auto crashes and 
half of the auto deaths were the result of consumption of liquor 
by the drivers. Moreover, it says that alcoholics and problem 
drinkers who make up only four per cent of the nation's drivers 
bear a primary share of the blame for highway deaths. 


Perhaps some of the blame, too, rests on the attitudes of 
business and entertainment toward the drinking problem. Often 
the man in his cups, instead of being regarded as an object of 
serious concern, comes off as humorous . . “ one of the boys,” 
or “a jolly good fellow.” But when the jolly good fellow gets be­ 
hind the wheel of his car he becomes a sort of time bomb likely 
to blast someone else to Kingdom Come. It's time to change the 
funny image of the drinking driver — time, as the young so often 
say, to “tell it like it is.”

always have a field day during 
the closing, hectic days of Con­ 
gress. 
They know that when 
Congressmen are in a rush to 
adjourn, they have a better 
chance of sneaking special-pri­ 
vilege bills past an unsuspect­ 
ing public. 
Seldom 
have 
the lobbyists 
been so blatant and successful 
as during the last weeks of July 
as Congress was about to re­ 
cess. 
Fortunately, however, 
Congress adjourned for the con­ 
ventions, 
thereby 
giving a 
breathing space for the public 
and the President to catch up. 
That’s why LBJ has been giving 
serious consideration to a veto 
for the highway bill. 
Three significant bills were 
the objective of the truckers’ 
lobby, with assists from the 
American Roadbuilders 
As­ 
sociation, the tire, oil, gas, 
and concrete lobby. 
Lobbying Push No. 1 was to 
limit farm co-op trucks from 
carrying commercial products 
on their round trips after de­ 
livering 
farm 
products to 
market. This bill was rushed 
through the House of Represen­ 
tatives after 7 out of 9 members 
on the House subcommittee 
received 
campaign contribu­ 
tions from the American Truck­ 
ing Association, including Sam 
Friedel, D-Md., $2,000; John 
Dingell, D-Mich., $1,500; Sam­ 
uel Devine, R-Ohto, $1,000; Al­ 
bert Watson, R-S.C., $1,500; 
Brock Adams, D-Wash., $1,000; 


Daniel Reman, D-Ul., $500; and 
Glenn 
Cunningham, 
R-Neb., 
$500. 


SENATE CONTRIBUTIONS 
All are members of the sub­ 
committee of the House Inter­ 
state 
Commerce Committee 
which considered the trucking 
bill against farm co-ops. The 
bill was opposed by the De­ 
fense Department, the Budget 
Bureau, the Agriculture De­ 
partment and the Department of 
Transportation. 
Nevertheless, it was passed 
after only one day of committee 
hearings, brought to the House 
floor before the hearings were 
printed and passed under a sus­ 
pension of the rules which per­ 
mitted no amendments. It also 
slipped through the Senate in 
record 
form, where liberal 
campaign contributions were 
given to Sen. Everett Dirksen, 
R-Ill., $2,000, and Sen. Mike 
Monroney, D-Okla., $2,375. 
Finally it slipped through the 
White House and was signed in­ 
to law by the President. 
Lobbying Push No. 2 was stag­ 
ed by the truckers to double the 
size of triple-trailer trucks on 
the 
federal thruways, which 
Fred Schwengel, R-Iowa, warn­ 
ed would legalize small “ freight 
trains” and Richard McLaugh­ 
lin, 
Massachusetts registrar 
or motor vehicles, said would 
make it impossible for motor­ 
ists to pass safely without at 
least half a mile of clear- 
sight distance. 


The bill would permit trailer 
trucks’ weight to increase from 
73,280 pounds to about 138,000 
pounds; would permit almost 
unlimited length, increase width 
from 8 to 8-1/2 feet. 
Nick Kotz of the Des Moines 
Register and William Steif of 
the Scripps-Howard Newspa­ 
pers deserve credit for reveal­ 
ing the original truckers’ lobby 
contributions to key Congress­ 
men. Their revelations were not 
quick enough to head off the 
farm co-op bill, but did side­ 
track the truck trailer increase 
bill. 
It passed the Senate with 
almost no objection at all, per­ 
haps because the truckers’ con­ 
tributions had been discreetly 
placed in the campaign kitties of 
key Senators. But disclosure 
that a total of around $75,000 
had been contributed for the 
truckers’ lobby has made some 
Congressmen run for cover, and 
the second trucking bill has been 
stopped. 
Lobbying Push No. 3 secured 


passage of the federal highway 
bill which has some important 
new features such as relocation 
help for people displaced by 
thruways 
and 
provision for 
fringe parking on the edge of big 
cities. But it also undercuts the 
beautification program, weak­ 
ens the limitation on billboards, 
fails to protect parks and his­ 
toric sites, etc., and forces 
some local 
communities to 
build thruways and bridges they 
do not want. 
Mayor Joseph Alioto of San 
Francisco battled against the 
highway lobby to prevent it from 
building a freeway through the 
Crystal Springs area, 23,000 
acres of parkland near San 
Francisco. 
Mayor Alioto was vigorous in 
lecturing the highway lobbyists. 
“ You have overreached your­ 
selves. You are worse than the 
Southern Pacific in its heyday 
when Hiram Johnson broke it up. 
“ I have never seen such an 
arrogant array of power,” said 
the mayor of San Francisco.

My 
patients can tell by counting 
their sneezes how great is the 
concentration of a particular 
pollen that offends them. 
Most people who are highly 
sensitive to golden rod and 
ragweed can almost set their 
calendar time clocks by their 
previous experiences with the 
onset of running nose, itching 
eyes, sneezing, 
and general 
enervation. 
I believe that the real value 
of a pollen count is to those 
people with some form of hay 
fever ‘who are planning to 
travel into an area that is 
unfamiliar to them, unfamil- 
5ar from the point of view of 
the 
g r o w t h of offending 
weeds, plants, and flowers. 
There does not always seem 
to be a definite relationship 
between the hay fever miseries 
and the magnitude of the pol­ 
len count. To those who are 
not hay fever victims, the pol­

Dear Mr. and Mrs. I.: This 
is always an anxiety produc­ 
ing situation, especially when 
there is some deafness in the 
past history of the family. 
Children with normal hear­ 
ing begin to recognize the di­ 
rection of sounds and respond 
to noises as early as three or 
four months. Some time be­ 
tween twelve and f i f t e e n 
months, the child begins to 
speak simple words. Since all 
speech is mimetic or learned 
by repeating what he hears, 
this is a good index of normal 
hearing. 
Using haphazard noise-mak­ 
ing tests at home and watch­ 
ing for blinking of the eyes 
and fear reactions are impor­ 
tant but really can be mis­ 
leading and confusing to par­ 
ents. 
Early consultation with an 
ear specialist or otologist may 
be important even 
at this 
early age. The use of tuning 
forks while the doctor watches 
eye movements is but one of 
the many ingenious methods 
used to gain information about 
a child’s 
hearing 
capacity. 
Later, a special test called the 
Galvanic 
Skin 
R e s p o n s e 
(GSR) may reveal the nature 
of the 
hearing impairment 
and the extent if it is present. 
The most important w ay to 
handle this problem, if it does 
exist, is to learn early rather 
than late. One cannot play 
ostrich in such a situation. 
Consultation with a 
doctor 
may 
relieve you of 
many 
months of unnecessary anx­ 
iety. 


community will be determined 
not so much by the specific 
points achieved by the Negroes 
and the youth-generation (in 
their confrontations with au­ 
thority) as by the procedures— 
the rules of conduct, the meth­ 
ods, the practices —which sur­ 
vive the confrontations.” 
The words come from a re ­ 
markable essay by the man 
designated for the post of Chief 
Justice of the U. S. Supreme 
Court, Abe Fortas. Published 
recently in pamphlet form, the 
essay is condensed as the lead 
article in the September Read­ 
er’s Digest. 
In breaking the traditional si­ 
lence of the Court to speak out 
on the most crucial issues of our 
time, Justice F ortas notes that 
the p h r a s e , “ civil disobed - 
ience” has been “ grossly mis­ 
applied in recent years.” 
“ In my judgment,” he says, 
“ civil disobedience — the deli­ 
berate violation of law — is 
never justified in our nation 
where the law being violated is 
not itself the specific focus or 
target of the protest. The vio­ 
lation of law merely as a tech­ 
nique of demonstration consti­ 
tutes an act of rebellion, not 
merely of dissent.” 
“ Civil disobedience, even in 
its broadest sense, does not 
apply to efforts to overthrow 
the government or to seize con­ 
trol of parts of it by force, or 
by the use of violence to com - 
pel the government to grant a 
measure of autonomy to part 
of its population,” he writes. 
“These 
are 
programs of 
revolution. They are not in the 
same category as the program 
of reformers who seek chang­ 
es within the established or­ 
der.” 
It is “ nonsense,” he asserts, 
to claim First Amendment (free 
speech) sanctuary for “ physical 
attacks upon police; assaults 
upon recruiters for munitions 


firms and for the armed se r­ 
vices; breaking windows in the 
Pentagon and in private homes; 
occupying 
academic 
offices, 
and even looting, burning and 
promiscuous violence.” 
“ The use of violence in the 
course of social protest is a far 
cry from civil disobedience as 
practiced by Mahatma Gand­ 
hi,” 
says 
Justice Fortas. 
Gandhi’s concept, adopted by 
the Rev. Martin Luther King, 
Jr., “ assumes that the pro­ 
tester will be punished, and it 
requires peaceful submission to 
punishment,” the Justice de­ 
clares. 


He notes that when Dr. King 
was sentenced to five days in 
jail in connection with a mass 
demonstration in Birmingham, 
“ he accepted the penalty with­ 
out complaint or histrionics.” 
“ This, I submit, is in the great 
tradition of social protest in a 
democratic society,” Justice 
Fortas writes. 
The same considerations ap­ 
ply “ to the white collegian,” 
he says. 


“ It is difficult for the young 
people who are moved to pas­ 
sionate action to resign them­ 
selves to the idea that they may 
be punished if their actions vio­ 
late the law,” he says. “ But the 
rules apply to them as well. The 
college youth who is protesting 
against the college administra­ 
tion or the war in Vietnam has, 
of course, the full scope of First 
Amendment rights. But he is not 
entitled 
to 
immunity if he 
di ectly and willfully incites 
violence or insists upon deli­ 
berately disrupting the work of 
movement of others.” 
“ Violence is never defensible 
— and it has never succeeded 
in securing massive reform in 
an open society,” Justice For­ 
tas asserts. “ The alternatives 
to violence, used forcefully but 
prudently, guarantee our con­ 
tinuance as a vital, free socie­ 
ty.” 


ROY COHN'S BOOK 
A few weeks ago a book 
appeared by Roy Cohn on Sen» 
ator Joe McCarthy in which the 
author contributed his own re­ 
collection of what had gone on 
during the Army 
McCarthy 
hearings and the period im­ 
mediately before when Cohn 
served as Chief Counsel for 
McCarthy's investigating com­ 
mittee. 
The book is by all 
accounts a fascinating docvw 
ment. 
Indeed the editors of 
Esquire, who are not to be 
confused withMcCarthyites, ex­ 
cerpted a large hunk of It and 
ran a picture of Mr. Cohn on 
the cover, with a halo ‘round 
his head, to make it absolute­ 
ly clear that they considered 
the whole thing something of 
a joke. 
Still, it was an in­ 
teresting editorial decision. It 
said at least this, that there is 
a considerable appetite, even 
now so many years after Sei* 
ator McCarthy's death, for what 
the whole business is all about; 
and that Roy Cohn's book is 
highly revealing for anyone who 
has such an appetite. 


As indeed it is. 
This has 
nothing at all to do with the 
indisputable 
fact 
that Mr. 
Cohn’s book is self-serving. On 
the other hand, Roy Cohn didn't 
write the kind of book the critics 
could most easily have dealt 
with, 
namely one which uiw 
critically supported eve rything 
McCarthy did or said during 
the period of their association. 
Rather, Cohn's book says, in 
effect, this; 


next generation or so. At least 
we have had only a few card­ 
board imitations of the breed 
since he passed this way.'' 
I read the situation different­ 
ly. 
What has happened, most 
anxiously in the last two or 
three years, is a banquet of 
wanton anti - Americanism— 
which has come about in part 
as a result of an over-reaction 
to McCarthyism. And to this, 
a reaction in turn is brewing. 
The indiluted anti-Americanism 
of such folk heroes as Ben­ 
jamin Spock and the pot-set 
intellectuals is creating a res­ 
olute though unverbalized op­ 
position. 
It is at the moment 
weak, and I wish that, under 
its current leader ship—it is 
tightly wound into the George 
Wallace movement — it would 
stay weak. 
But the impulses to opposition 
are there, and they are nurter- 
ed by those Americans who be­ 
lieve that what McCarthy was aU 
about was the effort to affirm 
an American consensus which 
excluded certain things. Cer­ 
tain things as, yes, un-Ameri­ 
can. 
The repression at Mc­ 
Carthyism, so brutal, so total, 
drove these sentiments under­ 
ground. 
There they gather, 
and may weU do much more 
damage than the matron who 
bullied the poor defenseless 
writer who confessed an admir­ 
ation for Adlai Stevenson.

play and homework. Once the 
schedule is completed, it should 
be followed most of the time. 
A 
good study spot at home 
should be a place the pupil 
connects with study, not with 
play. 
It should be apart from 
tempting diversions: TV, radio, 
family talk, the telephone. The 
desk or table should have a 
study lamp which creates nei­ 
ther glare nor dark spots. Only 
m aterials needed for 
study 
should be on the desk. 
All 
distractions should be else­ 
where. 
The basic required working 
tools at home should be ob­ 
vious-sharp pencils, paper, a 
pen, a ruler and a dictionary. 


Following an effective system 
for getting a maximum return 
for time spent reading class 
assignments requires disci­ 
pline. The system should in­ 
clude the following: 
— Read the complete lesson. 
Take special note of headings 
and topic sentences. 
— Read the lesson a second 
time. Study difficult parts un- 
til you understand what the au­ 
thor is saying. 
Look up all 
words you don’t know. Follow 
all directions given by the book. 
Check maps and charts as they 
are mentioned in the text. 
— Answer all questions listed 
by the teacher. 
If no ques­ 
tions have been suggested, make 
up some of your own. When 


you have finished reading, write 
the 
answers without looking 
them up in the book. 
Then 
check your answers with the 
book, correcting any erro rs. 
Do this for each section of 
the assignment. 
— When the entire reading 
assignment has been complet­ 
ed, close the book and cover the 
answers to your questions. Then 
answer them one at a time. 
Look up all questions you can’t 
answer. 
Concentration during home­ 
work is essential to effective 
learning. Here are a few sug­ 
gestions to keep your mind 
from wandering: 
— Study at your desk or ta ­ 
ble and avoid all distractions. 
— Have all necessary m ater­ 
ials at hand when you sit down 
to study. 
It is impossible to 
concentrate if one keeps get­ 
ting up and wandering around 
the room or house. 


Place a time limit on the 
work you have started and try 
to finish within that time limit. 
However, don’t sacrifice accur- 
acy for speed. 
— Work on the most difficult 
part of the lesson first. 
— After you have studied 30 
minutes, give yourself a tim e­ 
out period of three or four min­ 
utes. 
Then go back to work. 
By following these simple tips,

Effective September 
4, Air 


West, which serves Redding 
airport, will initiate a major 
expansion of its service pat- 
tern. Including inauguration of 
jet flights over new long-haul 
routes recently awarded by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. 
G. Robert Henry, president, 
said Air West's fall schedules 
represent a46 per cent increase 
in available revenue seat miles 
over the amount available prior 
to the inaugural of merged 
schedules July 1.

shoulders. 


—The pedals of the bicycle may

white light visible from 300 feet 
in front of the bicycle and with 


a red reflector on the rear

—Bicyclists must ride as near 


the right side of the roadway 
as practicable, exercising care 
when passing a standing vehicle 
or one proceeding In the same 
direction. It is illegal to ride 
on the left side of the road. 


— It is illegal for a person on 


a bike to hitch himself to any 
vehicle on the roadway. 


—It is illegal to carry any 


package or bundle or books, 
while riding a bicycle, that pre- 
vents the bicyclist from keep- 
ing at least one bar><1 nn (.he 
handlebars. 


— It is illegal to allow anyone

Effective September 4, Air

which serves Redding 
airport, will initiate a major 
expansion of its service pat- 
tern, including inauguration of 
jet flights over new long-haul 
routes recently awarded by the 
Civil Aeronautics Board. 
G. Robert Henry, president, 
said Air West's fall schedules 
represent a 46 per cent increase 
in available revenue seat miles 
over the amount available prior 
to 
the 
inaugural of merged 
schedules July 1. 
The company's 52-unit fleet of 
jets, jetprops and MiniLiners 
also will be flying over a much 
larger system. The new routes 
being added in September in­ 
crease the Air West network 
about 1,000 miles to a total of 
10,000 miles. 
“ This expansion is further 
evidence of our intent to pro­ 
vide more and better air ser­ 
vice throughout the West," Hen­ 
ry said. 
He added that while the ex­ 
panded services will provide the 
most striking benefits to pas­ 
sengers, Air West also will 
be 
offering increased cargo 
capacity in many key markets.

SACRAMENTO— The second 
year's operations of a three- 
year program to measure traf­ 
fic volumes on California high­ 
ways with greater accuracy and 
safety is being financed by the 
California Highway Commis­ 
sion. 
The Commission allocated an 
additional $145,000 to install 
electronic vehicle detectors un­ 
der the pavementat 65 locations 
on existing highways. The de­ 
tectors will replace rubber hos­ 
es across the road which ac­ 
tuate counters when vehicles 
pass over them. 
Another $160,000 had pre­ 
viously been budgeted to install 
the devices at 73 locations. 
Samuel B. Nelson, State Di­ 
rector of Public Works, said 
that eventually the detectors 
will be installed at 200 locations 
and 
monitor 1,000 separate 
traffic lanes.

Education Television 
To Assess Politics 
Next Wednesday 


Midway between conventions, 


NET'S "News in Perspective" 
turns to the strategy under- 
lying these political marathons 
next Wednesday at 8 p.m. on 
Channel 9. 


Subtitled "The Political Par- 
ties," the program featuresAn- 
drew Hacker, professor of gov- 
ernment at Cornell University; 
Warren Weaver, Jr., national 
political correspondent of The 
New York Times; William V.

Mozart's last years were spent 


mainly in Vienna where he tried 
to achieve popular success as a 
free-lance composer and per- 
former. 
He was, in fact, the 


first composer in the 18tn cen- 
tury to move outside the nor- 
mal sphere of aristocratic pa- 
tronage and to carve out an in- 
dependent career for himself. 
The experiment, after a period 
of hectic affluence, failed. Mo- 
zart died at the age of 35, des- 
titute and largely ignored.
